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AGAINST CABLE MONOPOLY. 
The matter of cable 
communica­ 
tions, now engaging the attention of 
the state department, is really a very 
important one. 
It is not 
desirable 
that any one nation should enjoy the 
preponderance of control over cables 
now enjoyed by Great Britain. Such 
control is a good thing for the Brit­ 
ish, of course, and is doubtless of en­ 
ormous advantage to them in a com­ 
mercial way while at times it may be 
of great value in other and even more 
important ways. 
But it is not a good 
thing for the United States or for the 
world in general. 
Crises have arisen in the past and 
doubtless will arise in the future when 
the whole course of events might de­ 
pend upon the swift crystalization of 
world public opinion in one way or 
another. 
A nation exercising a vir­ 
tual monopoly over 
the 
cable com­ 
munications of the 
wrold 
would be 
tempted to shape the dispatches sent 
over those cables in such a way as to 
favor its own side of the controversy 
leading to the crisis. 
The claim was 
often made in the early stages of the 
world war that British control of the 
cables enabled the British to fix the 
trend of public opinion regarding the 
war and ultimately to array almost the 
whole world against Germany. 
It. is 
entirely possible that the British util­ 
ized the advantage which the control 
of the cables gave them, but the claim 
that this was decisive in rousing the 
public opinion of other nations against 
Germany is not correct. 
The issue in 
the world war was plain from the out­ 
set; what German victory would mean 
was never open to doubt. 
Nevertheless, the fact remains that 
a cable monopoly by any one country 
or any group of countries is bad; and 
the administration is to be commended 
for the vigor with which it is dealing 
with th(3 problem 
presented 
by the 
situation at it exists. 
The fact that it 
is against a British 
monopoly 
that 
these efforts are directed should be of 
interest to those persons who persist 
in charging the 
administration with 
undue partiality t othe British. 


FOUNDED ON FALSEHOOD. 
Mr. Harding 
made 
the rafters of 
the front porch ring by turning to two 
blind soldiers 
whose 
sight was de­ 
stroyed in the Argonne 
and making 
them a public pledge that “there nev­ 
er shall be a substitute for the Stars 
and Stripes thay last beheld." 
This 
was the climax of a declaration that 
in striving for international 
concord 
America would never surrender its na­ 
tionality. 
Mr. Charles Evans Hughes took oc­ 
casion the other day to assure the 
people that Mr. Harding was a very 
high and fine type of man. 
Assum­ 
ing that Mr. Hughes 
is right 
about 
this, the public must find itself puzzl­ 
ed by the spectacle of a fine and high 
tvpo of man doing a thing which men 
of >L*ie and high type seldom or never 
do— mainly, dealing in hyprocrisy of 
the rankest kind. 
Mr. Harding must 
know 
that his 
talk about the League of Nations set­ 
ting up a substitute for the Stars and 
Stripes is hypocritical nonsense. 
He 


must know that what he says about j 
the League involving a surrender of! 
American nationality is not true. 
Other nations are just as jealous of 
their nationality and just as determin- j 
ed to preserve it as we are determined J 
to preserve ours. 
Other nations love* 
their flags just as much as we love the Ij 
Stars and Stripes. 
Yet all the other! 
important 
nations, 
twenty-nine 
in ! 
number, have joined the League. 
In : 
fact, the only ones that have not join­ 
ed are Bolshevik Russia, Mexico, Ger­ 
many and the United States. Does any 
sane man believe that Britain, France, 
Italy, Belgium, 
Switzerland, 
Brazil, 
Argentina, and all the others of the 
twenty-nine would

surrender of their nationality? 
In one sense it is a pity that Gover­ 
nor Cox and his supporters

REASON VS. THE SWORD. 
Governor Cox is quick to seize upon 
ithe announcement of the world court 
plan, which Elihu Root helped to pre­ 
pare, as a potent 
argument 
for the 
^League of Nations. 
This must make 
Mr. Harding feel even sillier than he 
must have felt when 
he 
discovered 
some time ago 
that 
in praising Mr. 
Root’s undertaking 
abroad 
he was 
really praising the League. 
At that 
time the republican candidate— who 
seems to have been in an extraordi­ 
nary state of obfuscation as to what 
the world 
court 
was— expected to 
endorse Mr. Root’s work and put it 
forward as an ideal substitute for the 
League of Nations. 
Today it is Gov­ 
ernor Cox, instead of Senator Hard­ 
ing, who endorses the world court, in 
the framing of which Mr. Root had 
so great a part, and Mr. Harding is 
pretty well estopped from endorsing 
it because it is the handiwork of the

Here is a comprehensive and care­ 
fully worked out scheme for an inter­ 
national court of justice, founded up­ 
on the basic principles of internation­ 
al law— a court of justice to which na­ 
tions can carry 
their 
disputes 
and 
their differences and get a verdict ac­ 
cording 
to 
law 
and 
reason. 
The 
scheme is drawn up and submitted by 
the Council of the League of Nations 
to the various governments compos­ 
ing the League. 
The devising and es­ 
tablishing of this international court 
of justice for the peaceful settlement 
of disputes is the first great task to 
which the League has devoted its at­ 
tention. 
Could there be any clearer 
proof than this of the utter, baseless­ 
ness of the republican charge, reiter­ 
ated the other day by Senator Lodge, 
thai the League of Nations is not a 
league for the preservation of peace, 
but a league for the perpetuation of 
war. 
The next great task of the League 
is the devising of a feasible scheme of 
government. 
It is already 
at 
work 
upon this problem. 
Probably its rec­ 
ommendations will be ready soon, and 
when they are 
submitted, 
another 
blow will be dealt the campaign of 
misrepresentation now being 
waged 
in the United States by a coterie of 
men who place their own ambitions 
before the peace of the world.

manufacturers’ and workers’ repre­ 
sentatives, it was announced last 
night. 
Full agreement was reached 
on 
all points except the dismissal of 
workers guilty of crimes committed 
inside of the occupied plants. 
The 
manufacturers, it was understood, 
submitted under 
strong 
pressure 
from Premier Giolitti. 
The agreement came following a 
long conference at which 
Giolitii 
presided. 
The premier was sum­ 
moned by the delegates represent­ 
ing the manufacturers and strik­ 
ers after the rupture of 
negotia­ 
tions at Milan. He arrived at Rome 
this morning and the discussion of 
the proposals that 
the 
workmen 
evacuate the plants and that 
the 
strikers be paid their wages 
tor 
the entire period of the strike was 
resumed at 4 p. rn. 
Meantime the Naples Federation 
of Manufacturers 
and 
Merchants 
adopted resolutions favoring 
the 
appointment of a “committee 
of 
defense*’ in view 
of the passivity 
of the government in the lace 
of 
the Communist outbreak, and 
in 
consideration of the political char­ 
acter of the present agitation.

Dr. D. F. Luckey, Missouri state vet- 
enarian, said that “although Mis­ 
souri is clearer today from bog 
cholera than iii several years, there 
is radical increased danger of new 
infection 
spreading, 
unless 
the 
farmers keep strict watch on in­ 
cipient outbreaks, because of the 
heavy September rains and the big 
crop of corn.” 
Dr. Luckey 
in 
bis 
statement, 
said: 
“Now is the time for every hog 
raiser in Missouri to look out for 
hog cholera, especially in South­ 
east Missouri. 
While this state is 
almost free from cholera, there are 
some centers of infection left. 
The 
recent rains will wash this infec­ 
tion and scatter it. 
Outbreaks of 
hog cholera may be expected at 
any time along any running streams 
or drainage ditches. 
Every hog 
owner should be on his guard all 
of this fall and have his hogs vac­ 
cinated promptly it there is any 
sign of disease in his immediate 
community. 
A little neglect at this 
time may result in widespread out­ 
breaks of cholera.’’ 
Rules for control and suppression 
of hog cholera, as announced 
by 
Dr. Luckey, follow: 
“The owner jrcust watch bis hogs 
closely. 
If any sign of disease 
appears 
among them he should call a com 
potent veterinarian promptly. 
“lf cholera is found, the diseased 
and exposed herds should be vac­ 
cinated forthwith. 
“Burn all bogs that die of any 
disease.”
